all treaurers th ro ugh o ut th e state, 
to geth er with all clerks o f th e 
circuit 
co urts are receiving th e necessa ry 
papers and reco rds, blanks 
a nd sta ­ 
tio nary to be used in keeping a n a c­ 
co unt o f th e inh eritance tax depa rt­ 
ment. 
Th e receipts are ma de o ut in 
triplicate. 
Th e treasurer keeps 
the 
stub, o ne receipt go es to th e a udito r 
o f state, wh o ch arges th e co unty 
with 
th e tax, and th e o th er is kept by the 
executo r, administrato r o r trustee o f 
th e estate. 
Acco rding to general instructio ns 
fo r carrying o ut th e law all treasur­ 
ers are to repo rk to th e 
audito r o f 
state o f th e first day o f January, Ap­ 
ril, July and Octo ber o f 
each , the 
same being th e beginning o f each 
quarter. 
Th e repo rt is to co ntain a 
certified statement o f all inh eritance 
tax co llected during th e preceding 
quarter. All repo rts are to be ma de 
in due fo rm so th at th e audito r o f 
state can make a co mplete repo rt o f 
all tax matters th ro ugh o ut th e sta te. 
Th e treasurer is no t to pa y ex ­ 
pense mo ney o n any tax unless 
a uth­ 
o rized by th e judge 
o f th e crcuit 
co urt. Th e aggregate a mo unt o f ta x 
co llected by th e co unty treasurer is 
ch arged to h im and th e full a mo unt 
so ch arged must be paid o ver to the 
audito r o f state after th e a ppriso r 
fees and o th er expenses 
h ave 
been 
deducted All th e tax mo ney is to be 
paid to th e state with in th irty da y s 
fro m th e time required by th e statute. 
If h e legatee o f h eir pays th e a mo unt 
o f tax required into th e state treasur­ 
er with in o ne year fro m th e date it 
accrues, a disco unt o f five per cent 
sh all be allo wed.

Mo st o f the laws, as

p erhap s, sp rang all

bankru p t 
laws o f the last 4,000 
y ears. 
No 
criminal statu tes are ex p o u nded. 
The tablet, which is believ ed to be 
p art o f the o ldest co llectio n o f laws 
and p recep ts ex tant, was fo u nd 
at 
Su sa in the winter o f 1901-2 by M. 
De-Mo rgan, French archaelo gist, and 
bro u ght here recently by an ex p edi­ 
tio n o f the u niv ersity retu rning fro m 
Nip p u r, an ancient city in Baby lo nia, 
where the Univ ersity o f Pennsy lv a­ 
nia has made ex tensiv e ex cav atio ns. 
Dr. Arno Po ebel, o f the Univ ersity 
o f Breslau , a distingu ished 
o riental 
scho lar, decip hered the 
mu ch-wo rn 
Baby lo nish characters. 
The law re­ 
lating to bankru p tcy say s: 
“If a man has bo rro wed grain o r 
mo ney fro m the merchant and has 
neither grain no r mo ney to p ay back, 
bu t he has mo v able go o ds, he shall 
giv e what he has to the merchant in 
the p resence o f witnesses acco rding 
as the merchant shall no t refu se; he 
mu st accep t.”

6.—The Mex ican 
situ atio n has relap sed into q u ietu de 
p ending the arriv al o f fo rmer Go v erno r 
Lind o f M inneso ta at Mex ico City 
as President W ilso n’s mediato r. 
It 
was indicated in o fficial circles that 
there wo u ld no fu rther anno u ncement1: 
as to the p resident’s p o licy to ward 
Mex ico fo r so me time, p ro bably no t 
u ntil Lind has been in Mex ico lo ng 
eno u gh to feel o u t the situ atio n. 
It has dev elo p ed mo re definitely that 
the p resident and Secretary Bry an are 
co u nting o n the mo ral su p p o rt o f 
wo rld-wide p u blic o p inio n to co mp el 
no t o nly the retirem ent o f Hu erta, bu t 
agreem ent amo ng the Mex ican rebels 
to lay aside their differences with the 
p resent go v ernment and p erm it the 
ho lding o f an electio n in the near fu 
tu re. 
The adm inistratio n fo rces be­ 
liev e that neither factio n in Mex ico 
can withstand the p ressu re o f p u blic 
o p inio n which they ho p e to aro u se no t 
o niy in Mex ico , bu t in o ther co u ntries 
as well. It is intended to make p u blic 
to all the wo rld tke p ro p o sals to he 
made to the Hu erta go v ernment so 
th at it shall be no secret what so rt o f 
aid the United States is o ffering her. 
The freq u ent denials fro m bo th the 
H u erta and Carranza fo rces that the\ 
will hav e no thing to do with any me­ 
diatio n p lan are no t taken serio u sly 
by the su p p o rters o f the adm inistra­ 
tio n p lan. 
It is p o inted o u t that the 
H u ertaistas and Carranzaista?s natu r­ 
ally do no t care to weaken their p o si­ 
tio ns by o ffering to accep t a p ro gram 
ev en befo re it has been o ffered to 
them.

the co u rtesy to accredit him to that 
go v ernment. 
Fu rthermo re, 
it 
was 
p o inted o u t, Lind do es no t o ccu p y any 
p o sitio n created by the legislativ e au ­ 
tho rity o f the United States, and there­ 
fo re has no thing behind him bu t the 
su p p o rt o f President Wilso n. 
Sho u ld 
H u erta care to make tro u ble it is 
p o inted o u t that he co u ld easily do so 
u nder the mo st p ecu liar circu mstances 
u nder which Lind is being sent to take 
a hand in the internal affairs o f Mex - 
io o . 
Inasmu ch as Lind has no o fficial 
standing and do es no t o ccu p y any 
p o sitio n au tho rized in the laws o f the 
United States, Hu erta is no t bo u nd by 
any thing ex cep t his o wn ju dgment as 
to ho w he shall treat him. In fact he 
co u ld o rder him dep o rted u nder Arti­ 
cle 33 o f the Mex ican co nstitu tio n if 
he saw fit to do so . 
This article p ro ­ 
v ides fo r the dep o rtatio n o f any fo r­ 
eigners who se co ndu ct is o bjectio n­ 
able to the go v ernment o f Mex ico . 
That H u erta is the kind o f man who 
wo u ld be likely to take su ch a bo ld and 
Imp u dent co u rse if the no tio n o ccu rred 
to him, is asserted by tho se who kno w 
h im. It is said that H u erta has little 
regard fo r co nseq u ences o nce he has 
determined o n any co u rse o f actio n, 
and is u su ally mo st ru thless in bru sh­ 
ing aside any o p p o sitio n to bis p lans. 
Th e adm inistratio n o f a sev ere rebu ff 
to Lind wo u ld, it is believ ed here, 
mak e Hu erta, at least temp o rarily , the 
mo st p o p u lar man in Mex ico , esp ecial­ 
ly If he to o k adv antage o f the o cca­ 
sio n to anno u nce that as lo ng as he 
was in p o wer no meddlers fro m the 
United States wo u ld be to lerated.

“Bu t why ,” ask ed Lincoln, “d o y ou 
want a d iv orce when y ou r wife is 
d ead ?” 
“Oh,” replied Pat, “The crepe is 
for my wife’s first hu sband . 
I’m so 
sorry he ev er d ied .” 
Lincoln’s law partner wrote of a 
retu rn 
v isit of 
Pat Mu rphy . 
He 
came into the office to hav e the d i­ 
v orce withd rawn. 
He said between 
sobs that his wife was v ery ill and 
was u nable to leav e her bed . 
“Bu t is she d angerou s?” inqu ired 
Lincoln’s partner. 
“No,” replied Pat, “She’s too weak 
to be d angerou s.” 
Lincoln was 
bowed d own with 
sorrow when he receiv ed the message 
that night from Fort Su mpter: “Af­ 
ter a terrific bombard ment the old 
flag has been hau led d own.” 
The nex t scene showed Lincoln in 


his stu d y on the ev e of the Fou rth of 
Ju ly , 18 6 3. The v isit of coward s, as 
he called them, who wanted to d ictate 
the cou rse for Lincoln to follow, was 
d epicted . 
The 
secretary of state 
was present and rebu k ed Lincoln for 
cau sing the open break with su ch in- 
flu eneial men. 
This gav e opportu ni­ 
ty for Chapin to bring in that cele­ 
brated d eclaration abou t fooling all 
the people all the time. 
He said he 
believ ed God was on the sid e of the 
common people, becau se he had mad e 
so 
many 
of 
them 
and 
so 
few 
geniu ses. 
Lincoln clu ng tenaciou sly to the 
firm conv iction that that night wou ld 
bring good cheer. 
A message was 
brou ght from the war d epartment. 
He first ask ed whether it was good 
or bad news. 
When he learned it 
was had , he sent it back withou t 
opening it, becau se he said bad news 
cou ld wait u ntil the morrow. 
His conv ictions were tru e ones. 
As the d awn was break ing he had the 
news that Rosencrance was occu ­ 
py ing eastern Tennessee, that the 
Union forces had won at Getty sbu rg, 
and the message from Grant: “I will 
march into Vick sbu rg on the Fou rth 
of Ju ly .” 
The program was closed with a 
scene on the last d ay of Lincoln’s 
life, ju st before he went to the 
theater to his d eath.

THREE ECLIPSES 


Methods for 
Controlling 
Plant Lice 


Sun Will be Partially Covered Au­ 


gust 31 and Total Eclipse of 


Moon Will Take Place Sept. 15. 


PA R TIA L 
ECLIPSE 
OF 
SUN 


There are a number of lovers of 
astronomy in Rushville and they will 
be pleased to learn that there will be 
three eclipses of the sun and moon 
during the month 
of 
August 
and 
September. 
On August 31 there will be a p ar­ 
tial eclipse of the sun. 
However, it 
will be of such short duration at this 
point that it will attract very little 
attention. 
On September 15 there 
will be a total eclipse of the moon ] 
visible in all parts of 
the 
United 
States and will he a sight seldom 
witnessed in a century. On Septem­ 
ber 29 there will be a partial eclipse 
of the sun, visible in this locality. 
This gives us two eclipses of the 
sun within one month, or at two suc­ 
cessive new moons, or at two succes­ 
sive new moons, and an eclipse of the 
moon at the full moon which inter­ 
venes between the two eclipses of the 
sun. 


Plant lice are now becoming com­ 


mon on many garden and ornamental 


plants, as well as on some trees. 


They may usually be found on the 


under sides of the leaves, or on the 


tender stems, and attention is often 
first called to their presence by the 
finding of numbers of ants running 


about on the plants. 
On account of its feeding habits, 
only contact poisons may be used for 
the control of this pest. 
There are 
two of these that are quite success­ 
ful. 
The more convenient and the 
easier one to use is a tobacco spray, 
of which there are several commer­ 
cial brands on the market, or if it is 
desired, a solution can be made up 
by steeping tobacco stems and other 
cigar factory refuse in water at the 
rate of one pound of the 
stems 
to 
from one to two gallons of 
water. 
This should be sprayed 
onto 
the 
plants without diluting, but all of 
the commercial tobacco sprays should 
be diluted according to the directions 
given on the container. 
The other standard insecticide for 
pant lice is kerosene emulsion. 
This 
is made by dissolving half a pound 
of hard soap in a gallon of boil ng 
water, and adding this soapsuds to 
two gallons of kerosene or coal < it 
while the foimer is still hot, and vio­ 
lently agitating the resulting ni'xture 
for from five to ten minutes until an 
emulsion is 
formed. 
The 
agitation 
may best be accomplished by forcing 
the liquid through the spray p «tup 
and back into the container. 
Tin-’ 
emulsion should be 
diluted 
at 
the 
rate of one 
gallon 
of 
emulsion to 
from 10 to 15 gallons of water, de­ 
pending on the 
hardiness 
of 
the 
plant. 
Care should always 
be 
taken to 
cover all of the plant with the spray, 
a? it can be effective only when it 
hits the insect. 
Where 
city 
water 
pressure is available, a strong stream 
turned on the plant will often knock 
most of the little bugs off onto the 
ground and hv repeating this fre­ 
quently they can be almost completely 
controlled.

which may be ceded or annex ed under 
the treaty . 
It was rep resented th at th e p resi­ 
dent of the p eace conference after 
reading the note, declared th a t ev ery 
country p articip ating in the conference 
had such a lawT and th at the insertion 
of such a clause in the treaty would 
be sup erfluous. 
If the U nited S tates g ov ernm ent has 
taken this step it undoubtedly has 
been in resp onse to ag itation in fav or 
of p rotecting the Jew s of Roum ania 
and in other countries inv olv ed.

sto ry o f his life and ho w he came 
by his reputatio n. 
There was no thing o f the braggard 
in his manner. 
The sy mpathetic au­ 
dience hung o n ev ery w o rd he spo ke. 
He is no t an o rato r. 
He is an o r­ 
dinary man who had seen eno ugh in* 
sight to kno w ho w to manage the 
ruffians o f 
the 
bo y 
wo rld. 
The 
cro wd applauded and then was as 
still as a co ngregatio n o f mice. 
Oc­ 
casio nally a tear trickeled do wn the 
face o f a listener, o nly to be brushed 
away befo re it had dro pped o ff. 
J o hn E. Gunkel was emplo y ed in a 
railro ad o ffice in To ledo . 
He was 
attracted by newsbo y s especially . He 
learned to lo v e them and 
became 
acquainted with them. 
He arranged 
fo r a meeting 
at his 
o ffice. 
One 
mo rning when he went clo wn to wo rk 
he fo und sev enteen o f them batter­ 
ing at the o ffice do o r. The o ther men 
called them heathers and wanted to 
keep them o ut, but he persisted and 
they were finally let in and the first 
meeting was held. 
The o rganizatio n wo rk was begun. 
He to o k the life histo ry o f ev ery bo y . 
He fo und they sprang up in the mo st 
miserable circumstances, that so me 
o f them had wo rn the same clo thes 
fo r a y ear witho ut 
ev er 
remo v ing 
them, that mo st o f them were so ns 
o f drunkards and that all o f them 
had nev er had a chance. 
He wo n the friendship o f the bo y s, 
he 
said, 
by 
being 
their 
friend. 
He to ld them to co me to him when 
in tro uble and he wo uld help them. 
When they wanted mo ney , he o rdered 
them to co me to him, no t to steal it. 
It was no t lo ng until they began to 
admire him. Mr. Gunkel said he no -- 
ticed o ne bo y , “ J immie by name, who 
kno cked do wn a member o f the gang 
when 
he 
was 
disrespectful 
to 
“ Gunk,” as the bo y called him. 
“Th en I h ad an id ea,” co n tin u ed 
th e frien d o f th e n ewsb o y s. “Here is 
a lead er, 1 th o u g h t. 
He h as th e 
in flu en ce o v er h is fello ws. 
I wan t 
to wo rk th ro u g h h im. 
On ce I b rin g 
h im to my way o f th in k in g , h e will 
su b ju g ate ev ery o th er b o y . 
An d so 
1 fo u n d th at self g o v ern men t was th e 
so lu tio n .” 
Mr. Gu n k le d escrib ed th e 
Ch risfc- 
mas d in n er h e serv ed to th e b o y s th e 
first Ch ristmas after lie h ad started 
th e o rg an izatio n . 
Th ey were o rd ered 
to meet at th e p o sto lfiee an d p ro ceed 
to th e p laee wh ere th e d in n er was to 
h e serv ed . 
He said th at lie slip p ed 
d o wn to th e p o sto ffiee th at Ch ristmas 
mo rn in g , b u t wh en h e saw th e 1 07 
b o y s swearin g an d fig h tin g 
amo n g 
th emselv es, h e d id n o t h av e th e tera- 
ertv to face th em. 
Fin ally , at 1 1 :30, 
h e said , h e wen t b efo re th em an d led 
th em to th e d in n er. 
It req u ired elev en min u tes fo r th e 
b o y s to co n su me 
wh at 
h ad 
b een 
p laced b efo re th em. 
Pap er .p lates 
were sailin g 
th ro u g h 
th e air. 
Mr, 
Gu n k le h ad emp lo y ed a p ian ist o f th e 
classical v ariety to en tertain 
the b o y s 
fo r a few' mo men ts after the d in n er. 
The p ian ist p lay ed an d th e b o y s h ee 
h awed . Mr. Gu n k el 
co nfessed that he 
d id n o t en jo y it mu ch h imself. 
The limit o f o ne bo y ’s endurance 
was reached. 
He was a quiet 
little 
fello w. 
He silently crept fro m 
o ne 
eo rner o f the ro o m, walked up to the 
pianist and slapped jt squarely in his 
face. 
That was the w-ay he ex press­ 
ed his disappro v al. 
Mr. Gunkel disgressed a little fro m 
the sto ry and said that 
twenty -o ne 
y ears later the same pianist, no w a 
great musician o f New Yo rk, came in­ 
to his o ffice and he reco gnized him 
instantly . 
The tho ught o f the pump­ 
kin pie entered their minds at 
the

fo rmed. 
Gunkel was elected presi­ 
dent and the bo y s filled 
the 
o ther 
o ffices. 
The o fficers were inv estiga­ 
ting co mmittee, when the o rganiza­ 
tio n wTas well under way . 
Whenev er 
an applicatio n fo r membership was 
made, the bo y s co mmittee inv estiga­ 
ted. 
If the applicant did no t take 
the v o w to “ cut o ut” all o f his bad 
habits, he was refused 
admittance. 
But generally , Gunkel said, the appli­ 
cants to o k the v o ws under threats o f 
a go o d beating. 
Ev ery o ath that his 
bo y s scared o ut o f newco mers made 
them all the stro nger, Gunkel de­ 
clared. 
In ten y ears there were 2,200 mem­ 
bers in the asso ciatio n, with fiv e aux ­ 
iliaries in the city . 
In twelv e y ears 
there were 3,5 00 members and in fif­ 
teen y ears 6 ,7 5 0 members. At the end 
o f twenty -nine y ears, the peo ple o f 
To ledo came to him and wanted to 
build him a ho me fo r newsbo y s. They 
asked if he co uld raise mo ney . 
He 
said no . 
But the mo ney was raised 
by public subscriptio n and a 
ho me 
wo rth $112,000 was erected. 
It has 
an audito rium seating 2,000 peo ple, a 
gy mnasium, swimming po o l 
and li­ 
brary with 2,000 v o lumns. There are 
no w $9 ,011 members, 12 
aux iliaries 
and 8 9 o fficers. 
One day , he related, a bright bo y 
bro ught him a $5 go ld piece, sav ing he 
had fo und it in the street car. Gun­ 
kel adv ertised fo r the 
o wner 
fo r 
thirty day s and nev er 
fo und 
him. 
Then he gav e the bo y the mo ney and 
a do llar besides fo r his ho nesty . Im­

Soing to Mexico Without Of- 


ficial Standing, 


HOW WILL HE BE RECEIVED? 


This Is a Question Which Is Giving 


Official 
Washington 
Interesting 


Ground For Speculation, Considering 
the Well Understood Character of 
Huerta, Who'May Even Go So Far 
as to Deport the President's Envoy. 


Washington, Aug. G.—The Mexican 


situation has relapsed into quietude 
pending the arrival of former Governor 
Lind of Minnesota at Mexico City 
as President Wilson's mediator. It 
was indicated in official circles that 
there would no further announcements 
as to the president's policy toward 
Mexico for some time, probably not 
until Lind has been in Mexico long 
enough to feel out the situation. 


It has developed more definitely that 


the president and Secretary Bryan are 
counting on the moral support or 
world-wide public opinion to compel 
not only the retirement of Huerta, but 
agreement among the Mexican rebels 
to lay aside their diiferenees with the 
present government and permit the 
holding of an election in the near fu- 
ture. 
The administration forces be- 


lieve that neither faction in Mexico 
can withstand the pressure of public 
opinion which they hope to arouse not 
oniy in Mexico, but in other countries 
as well. It is intended to make public 
to all the world the proposals to be 
made to the Huerta government so 
that it shall be no secret what sort of 
aid the United States is offering her. 


The frequent denials from both the 


Huerta and Carranza forces that the> 
will have nothing to do with any me- 
diation plan are not taken seriously 
by the supporters of the administra- 
tion plan. It is pointed out that the 
Huertaistas and Carranzaistas natur- 
ally do not care to weaken their posi- 
tions by offering to accept a program 
even before it has been offered to 
them. 
The answers made by both 


sides now to informal suggestions 
from wholly unofficial sources will be 
changed, according to the administra- 
tion belief, when the proposals came 
directly from the president of the Unit- 
ed States with all the authority of the 
United States 
government behind 


them. 


Those who hold to this view declined 


to attach any significance even to the 
•rejection by Huerta of the peace plan 
proposed by the committee which aots 
as a supplementary to the executive 
power in the absence o£ congress. 
President Huerta flatly refused to en- 
tertain the proposal «hat he begin to 
treat wilh the revolutionists. Huerta 
informed the deputation which went 
to him that he would treat with the 
rebels only through his troops in the 
field. 


Americans in Washington who have 


been in Mexico recently believe it pos- 
sible, "however, that Huerta may give 
a chilling reception to the presideat's 
emissary. It was even suggested that 
he might refuse to have any communi- 
cation with Lind. This he can do with- 
out giving the United States any just 
cause for offense, for the president 
kas not dbne the Huerta government 
the eourtesy to accredit him to that 
government. 
Furthermore,

pointed out, Lind does not occupy any 
position created by the legislative au- 
thority of the United States, and there- 
fore has nothing behind him but the 
support of President Wilson. Should 
Huerta care to make trouble it is 
pointed out that he could easily do so 
under the most peculiar circumstances 
under which Lind is being sent to take 
a hand in the internal affairs of Mex- 
ioo. Inasmuch as Lind has no official 
standing and does not occupy any 
position authorized in the laws of the 
United States, Huerta is not bound by 
anything except his own judgment as 
to how he shall treat him. In fact he 
could order him deported under Arti- 
cle 33 of the Mexican constitution if 
he saw fit to do so. This article pro- 
vides ior the deportation of any for- 
eigners whose conduct IB objection- 
able to the government of Mexico. 
That Huerta is the kind of man who 
would be likely to take such a bold and 
Impudent course if the notion occurred 
to him, is asserted by those who know 
him. It is said that Huerta has little 
regard for consequences once he has 
determined on any course of action, 
and is usually most ruthless in brush- 
ing aside any opposition to his plans. 
The administration of a severe rebuff 
to Lind would, it is believed here, 
make Huerta, at least temporarily, the 
most popular man in Mexico, especial- 
ly if he took advantage of the occa- 
sion to announce that as long as he 
was in power no meddlers from the 
United States would be tolerated.

San Francisco, Aug. 6.—The malodor- 


ous Diggs-Ceminetti "white slave" 
case which recently caused a national 
scandal, came to actual trial in United 
States district court when Maury Diggs 
was placed on trial for taking Marcia 
Warrington from Sacramento to Reno 
for immoral purposes. 
With Diggs 


and the girl on this trip were Drew 
Caminetti and Lola Norris, another 
high school girl. The trial of Caminet- 
ti is to follow that of Diggs. Both 
pleaded not guilty to the oharg« on 
July 30. 


The courtroom was crowded, many 


being unable to get seats. Diggs, who 
has heavy features and sullen face, ap- 
peared to be unconscious of his grave 
position. He smilingly bowed to ac- 
quaintances. He has a battery of five 
lawyers. 
Caminetti was pale and 


nervous and followed all the proceed- 
ings with painful interest Neither of 
the girls in the case appeared in the 
courtroom, but it was understood they 
were in the sheriff's quarters, ready to 
give testimony. 


Prosecuter Matt Sullivan outlined 


the case for the government. He ex- 
pects to prove that on Jan. 15, by false 
statements and promises, Maury I. 
Diggs, former state architect, aban- 
doning his wife and family, and Drew 
Camimytti, son of Immigration Com- 
missioner Caminetti, persuaded the 
high school girls into eloping with 
them to Reno.

Coal Dust In Atmosphere a Benefit to 


the Lungs. 


That co»l dust is a practical preven- 


tive of tuberculosis would seem to be 
the indications of tests conducted by 
.Drs. "Waiiiwright and Nichols, who re- 
cently read a paper before the Laeunec 
Medical solely at Baltimore. 


They discussed the relations be- 


tween anihracosis and pulmonary tu- 
berculosis. 
Among their experiments 


they kept guinea pigs for two months 
In the atmosphere of coal dust, and 
afterward a pure culture of tubercle 
bacilli waa injected. Animals that had 
not been subjected to coal dust were 
similarly treated. 


It was found that whereasthe latter 


had pulmoaury tubercles when killed 
the othere had been protected by the 
coating of coal dust. 


The authois dismiss the theory that 


coal dust possesses a germlcidal prop- 
erty, and Dr. Nichols considers that it 
Is possible that the soluble lime salts 
which form a large proportion of the 
ash coal dufct may at least play a part 
In the proteetlve influence.

WORLD CONVENTION 


Steal Battering of Medical 


Men-In London, 


London, Aug. 6.—Physicians and pro- 


fessors in medical colleges to the num- 
ber of 7,000 are in London for the' In- 
ternational Medical congress, which 
was opened today at Albert Hall by 
Prince Arthur of Connaught 
Every 


country in the world is represented. 
London's supply of interpreters is ex- 
hausted and. hotel accommodations 
are taxed to the utmost The congress 
will officially recognize four languages, 
English, French, German and Italian. 
Members who speak more than one 
language wear buttons to indicate the 
tongues in which they are proficient. 
A special branch postoffice has been 
opened in Albert Hall for the transac- 
tion of all postal and telegraph busi- 
ness connected with the congress. 


The work of the gathering has been 


divided into thirty-two sections, sub- 
sectioas dealing with an infinite va- 
riety of subjects from the disinfection 
of eye-glasses to the resuscitation of 
the dead. It is thixty-two years since 
a medical congress was held in Lon- 
don, 
and a remarkable chang"e in the 


personnel is to be seen. At th« last 
international congress here there were 
only half a dozen women delegates 
Today there are hundreds. 


Viscount Morley, representing the 


govermment, presided last evening at 
a banquet in honor of the physicians. 
In the coune of a speech Dr. Landou- 
zy, dean of the faculty of medicine of 
the University of Paris, delivered an 
epigram which was hailed aa a good 
motto for the congress. 
He said: 


"The business of the doctor Is to make 
life longer and death softer."

der which may be buried In the ground 
for years in the same fashion as sub- 
marine mines are placed In harbors, 
doing no damage until they are fired. 
The cylinder Is operated 'by electricity 
from a station four or five miles dis- 
tant 
When a button is pressed the 


cylinder jumps two feet from the 
ground and fires 400 shots horizontally, 
the shots being effective at a range of 
3,000 yards.

SAID ABOUT EDUCATION. 


Collection of Notable Utterances of 


Prominent Americans. 


As an aid to the campaign in behalf 


of better educational facilities, the 
United States bureau of education bas 
just issued u bulletin—"Expressions 
On Education by American Statesmen 
and Publicists.1' The book is a col- 
lection of notable utterances on edu- 
cation by prominent Americans from 
the earliest days to the present. 


Beginning witb Franklin. Washing- 


ton. Adams and .lefferson, all of whom 
were firm believers in popular educa- 
tion, the document quotes opinions on 
education from a long line of distin- 
guished Americans, including John 
Jay, Madison. Monroe. Albert GallatTii. 
De Witt Clinton, Archibald Murphey. 
"father of the North Carolina common 
school:" Calhoun. Webster. Buchanan. 
Thaddeus Stevens, the champion of 
public ^schools in the early days of 
Pennsylvania: Edward Everett. George 
Peabody. the philanthropist; Horace 
Mann, and M. B. Lamar, president of 
the Republic of Texas. 


Coming to more modern times, the 


following are represented: 
William 


H. Seward. Uobert E. Lee. who gave 
the last years of his life to the cause 
of education and urged the "thorough 
education of all classes of the people:" 
Lincoln, who viewed education as "the 
most important subject which we as a 
people can be engaged in;" Charles 
Sumner. Calvin Wiley, who consider- 
ed it the lasting honor of bis state that 
"her public schools survived the terri- 
ble shod; of war:" General Grant, who 
commended the progress of the public 
schools in a message to congress: 
Rutherford B. Hayes. Senator Benja- 
min Harvey Hill of Georgia, who said 
that "education Is the one subject for 
which no people ever yet paid too 
much: William Henry Ruffner of Vir- 
ginia; J. L. M. Curry, who consider- 
ed it "the prime business and duty of 
each generation to educate the next;" 
Henry W. Grady, Grover Cleveland, 
Governor Aycock. who fell dead at 
Birmingham. Ala., with the word "edu- 
cation" on his lips, and other leading 
Americans who have urged the exten- 
sion of educational opportunities, fre- 
quently in the face of strong opposi- 
tion. 


A few conspicuous men now living 


are given space In the bulletin for 
their utterances on education. There 
are significant passages from president 
Woodrow Wilson and former Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and Taft from Charles 
W. Eliot of Harvard, from Ambassa- 
dor Walter H. Page, who has been one 
of the leaders in the educational re- 
generation in the south; Charles W. 
Dabney. president of the University 
of Cincinnati: Senator Hoke Smith of 
Georgia. James B. Frazier of Tennes- 
see, Dean Liberty H. Bailey of Cornel! 
and President Edwin A. Alderman of 
the University of Virginia.

Lincoln clung tenaciously to the 


firm conviction that that night would 
bring good cheer. 
A message was 


brought from the war department. 
He first asked whether it was good 
or bad news. 
When he learned it 


was had, he sent it back without 
opening it, because he said bad news 
could wait until the morrow. 


His convictions were true ones. 


As the dawn was breaking he had the 
news that Rosencrance was occu- 
pying eastern Tennessee, that the 
Union forces had won at Gettysburg, 
and the message from Grant: "I will 
march into Vicksburg on the Fourth 
of July." 


The program was closed with a

THREE ECLIPSES 


NEXTTWOMONTHS 


Sun Will be Partially Covered Au- 


gust 31 and Total Eclipse of 


Moon Will Take Place Sept. 15. 


PARTIAL 
ECLIPSE 
OF 
SUN 


There are a number of lovers of 


astronomy in Rushville and they will 
be pleased to learn that there will be 
;hree eclipses of the sun and moon 
during the month 
of August 
and 


September. 


On August 31 there will be a par- 


tial eclipse of the sun. However, it 
will be of such short duration at.this 
point that it will attract very little 
attention. 
On September 15 there 


will be a total eclipse of the moon 
visible in all parts of 
the United 


States and will be a sight seldom 
witnessed in a century. On Septem- 
ber 29 there will be a partial eclipse 
of the sun, visible in this locality. 
This gives us two eclipses of the 
sun within one month, or at two suc- 
cessive new moons, or at two succes- 
sive new moons, and an eclipse of the 
moon at the Sull moon which inter- 
venes between the two eclipses of the 


Plant lice are now becoming com- 


mon on many garden and ornamental 
plants, as well as on some trees. 
They may usually be found on the 
under sides of the leaves, or on the 
tender stems,, and attention is often 
first called to their presence by the 
finding . of .numbers of ants running 
about on the plants. 


On account of its feeding habits, 


only contact poisons may be used for 
thev control of this pest. There are 
two of these that are quite success- 
ful. 
The more convenient and the 


easier one to use is a tobacco spray, 
of which there are several commer- 
cial brands on the market, or if it is 
desired, a solution can be made up 
by steeping tobacco stems and other 
cigar factory refuse in water at the 
rate of one pound of the steins to 
from one to two gallons of 
water. 


This should be sprayed 
onto 
the 


plants without diluting, but all of 
the commercial tobacco .sprays should 
be diluted according to the directions 
given.on the container. 


The other, standard insecticide for 


pant lice is kerosene emulsion. This 
is made by dissolving half a pound 
of hard soap in a gallon of boiling 
water, and adding this soapsr.d-5 to 
two gallons of kerosene or coal oif 
while the former is still hot, and vio- 
lently agitating the resulting mixture 
for from five to ten minutes until an 
emulsion is formed. Tl'o agitation 
may best be aecoinplis'i°rt by forcing 
the liquid through the spray ;vmip 
and back into the container. Thi= 
emulsion should be diluted at tba 
rate of one gallon of emulsion to 
from 10 to 15 gallons of water, de- 
pending on the hardiness oi 
the 


plant. 


Care should always be taken to 


cover all of the plant with the spray, 


it can bs effective only when it 


hits the insect. Where city water 
pressure is available, a strong stream 
turned on the plant will often knock

John E. Gunkel, Who Became Fa- 


mous, Relates Quaint and In- 


teresting Story at Chautauqua. 


HOW HIS 
WORK ORIGINATED 


Methods 
He Employed to Solve 


Problems of Boys and How he 


Came to be Their Sworn Friend. 


John E. Gunkel, who became fa- 


mous for his work among the news- 
boys of Toledo and whose work has 
been discussed in magazines 
the 


world over, quaintly and simply, in 
his own plain language, 
told 
the 


story of his life and how he came 
by his reputation. 


There was nothing of the braggard 


in his manner. The sympathetic au- 
dience hung on every word he spoke. 
He is not an orator. He is an or- 
dinary man who had seen enough 
sight to know how to manage the 


. ruffians of 
the 
boy world. 
The 


crowd applauded and then was as 
stall as a congregation of mice. Oc- 
casionally a tear trickeled down the 
face of a listener, only to be brushed 
away before it had dropped off. 


John E. Gunkel was employed in a 


railroad office in Toledo. He was 
attracted by newsboys especially. He 


. learned to love them and became 


acquainted with them. He arranged 
for a meeting 
at his 
office. One 


morning when he went down to work 
he found seventeen of them batter- 
ing at the office door. The other men 
called them heathers and wanted to 
keep them out, but he persisted and 
they were finally let in and the first 
meeting was held. 


The organization work was begun. 


He took the life history of every boy. 
He found they sprang up in the most 
miserable circumstances, that some 
of them had worn the same clothes 
for a year without ever removing 
them, that most of them were sons 
of drunkards and that all of them 
had never had a chance. 


He won the friendship of the boys, 


he said, by being their 
friend. 


He told them to come to him when 
in trouble and he would help them. 
When they wanted money, he ordered 
them to come to him, not to steal it. 
It was not long until they began to 
^admy'ie him. Mr. Gunkel said he no-. 
ticed one boy, "Jimmie by name, who 
knocked down a member of the gang 
when 
he was 
disrespectful ' to 


"Guiik," as the boy called him. 


"Then I had an idea," continued 


the friend of the newsboys. "Here is 
a leader, I thought. He has the 
influence over his fellows. 
I want 


to work through him. Once 1 bring 
him to my way of thinking, lie will 
subjugate even- other boy. And s'j 
1 found that .-elf guvi-nimeiit was tlio 
solution." 


Mr. Gunklc desi'iibed the 
Christ- 


mas dinner lip .served to (he boys tin 
first Chiisfinas ;if(cr lie had started 
the organization. They were nnlprei! 
to meet ;it the pustnliicp and prm-eod 
to the place where the dinner was in 
be served. He said that lie Clipped 
down tu the postnllife that Christmas 
morning, but when lie saw the 307 
boys .swearing and fighting aiming 
themselves, lie did not have the tem- 
erty to fac-e them. Finally, at 11:30. 
lie said, lie went before them and led- 
them to the dinner. 


It required eleven minutes for the 


hoys to consume 
what had 
been 


'plated before them. 
Paper .plates' 


were sailing , through the air. Mr. 
Gunkle had employed a pianist of the 
•t<la?ssicnl variety to entertain the boys 
for a few moments after the dinner. 
The pianist played and the boys hee 
hawed. Mr. Gnnkel confessed that he 
did not enjoy it much himself. 


= '- The limit of one boy's endurance 
was reached. He was a quiet little 
fellow. He silently crept from 
one 


corner of the room, walked up to the 
pianist and flapped jt squarely in his 
face. Thai was the way he express- 
ed his disapproval. 


Mr. Gunkel disgressed a little from 


the story and said th'at 
twenty-one 


years later the same pianist, BOW a 
great musician of New'Tort, came in- 
to;nis_.QJfice_.and he recognized Mm 
instantly. The thought of the pump- 
Ion pie entered their minds at the 


same time and they both laughed. Mr. 


nkle' said he called in the cashier 


of a bank not far from his office and 
asked him he recognized the visitor. 
It developed the bank cashierwas the 
boy who had deposited the pie in the 
musician's face. 


A slight of hand man was next on 


the program and they all went. It 
was -more than the trickster could 
endure and he • departed in haste. 
Gunkel said he saw it was time 
that 
he 
asserts his 
authority 


although 
he 
still 
feared 
the 


boys. He declared that he walked on 
to the.'platform, merely raised his 
hands and boys were quiet and re- 
spectful. 
The slight of 
hand man 


was recalled. He selected two boys 
who had their coats 
buttoned up 


about their neck. When the coats 
were unbuttoned, two boxes of candy 
dropped out. Gunkle had 
intended 


to give each boy a box as he depart- 
ed, but that they had discivered it. 
Gunkel smiled and instantly each boy 
pulled from some place in his clothes 
a box of candy. 


Eventually the organization was 


formed. 
Gunkel was elected presi- 


dent and the boys filled the 
other 


offices. 
The officers were investiga- 


ting committee, when the organiza- 
tion was well under way. Whenever 
an application for membership was 
made, the boys committee investiga- 
ted. 
If the applicant did not take 


the vow to "cut out" all of his bad 
habits, he was refused admittance. 
But generally, Gunkel said, the appli- 
cants took the vows under threats of 
a good heating. Every oath that his 
boys scared out of newcomers made 
them all the stronger, Gunkel de- 
clared. 


In ten years there were 2,200 mem- 


bers in the association, with five aux- 
iliaries in the city. In twelve years 
there .were 3,500 members and in fif- 
teen years 6,750 members. At the end 
of twenty-nine years, the people of 
Toledo came to him and wanted to 
build him a home for newsboys. They 
asked .if ;he-could raise money. He 
said no. But the money was raised 
by public subscription and a 
home 


worth $112,000 was erected. It has 
an auditorium seating 2,000 people, a 
gymnasium, swimming pool and li- 
brary with 2,000 volumns. There are 
now $9,011 members, 12 auxiliaries 
and 89 officers. 


One day, he related, a bright boy 


brought him a $5 goldpiece, saying he 
had found it in the street car. Gun- 
kel advertised for the 
owner 
for 


thirty days and never found him. 
Then he gave the boy the money and 
a dollar besides for his honesty. Im- 
mediately there sprang up a feature 
of the boys' work which had not been 
anticipated. 
Since that time, Gun- 


kel declared, over $52,000 worth of 
property had been found by his boys 
and returned to its rightful owner.
